TAX INSPECTOR'S APPEAL, 


The hearing was again resumed of the 
appeal by the defendant in the case of Wing 
v. O'Connell, Inspector of Taxes, from a 
majority decision of the Divisional Court, 
consisting of Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
Hanna (dissenting), and Mr, Justice O'Byrne, 
in favour of the plaintiff on a “‘ case stated,”’ 
by way of appeal, by the Special Commis- 
sioners of Inland Revenue with reference to 
the assessment for income tax of a 
resent of £400 given to the plaintiff, Mr. 

. Wing, a well-known professional jockey, 
of Gordon House, Newbridge, Co. Kildare. 
by Colonel Charteris, owner of a horse named 
Ballyheron, su-cessfully ridden by the plain- 
tiff, and winning the race, in the Irish Derby 
at the Curragh on the 22nd of June, 1921. 

The case tor the Revenue Commissioners 
was that, while the £400 was a voluntary 
payment made by the owner of the horse, it 
was a profit or gain arising or accruing from 
the vocation of a jockey, and was conse- 
quently taxable under Schedule D. 

In support of the decision of the Court 
below, it was submitted that on the facts 
the £400 payment could not be regarded as 
an increase of fees for the plaintiff's services 
and, as such, a proper gain or emolument 
arising out of his vocation as a jockey, but 
that it was a payment cochacésrál i made to 
the plaintiff for an exceptionally fine perform- 
ance in winning the race—not because he was 


“a jockey, but because he was a good jockey. 


The present, it was urged, was given to the 
plaintiff in recognition of distinguished and 
effective personal qualities in the discharge of 
his duty.as a jockey.

FORMER EMPLOYE’S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) | 
The hearing was continued of the case in 
which Francis Maguire sought as against 
Lipton, Ltd., in whose employment he had 
been, a ‘declaration that he was entitled 
under an agreement of March 21, 1922, with 
the Irish Produce Company, Clones, County 
Monaghan, and under the guarantee of the 
defendants, to a retiring allowance of £500 a 
year on his ceaSing to be employed by de- 
fendants. The fendants traversed the 
alleged cause of action, and pleaded that Mr 
Peters, their chairman, had no authority to 
énter into such an agreement on their behalf, 
and they denied that plaintiff had any right 
to claim under it. They also pleaded that 
plaintiff allowed the Irish Produce Company 
to be dissolved without making any claim 
upon its funds, although the usual notices 
for creditors were duly published, and they 
H was now estopped.

He 
got a personal indemnity from Sir Thomas 
Lipton that he would never be disturbed in 
his employment. - 

In further replies to various questions on 
matters of detail, the witness said that he 
was led to understand that he was mentioned 


in Sir Thomas Lipton’s will, and he gave that 


as one of the reasons why he did not press 
for wages. 

Mr. Denning—You were looking for some- 
thing under Sir Thomas Lipton’s will? 
, Witness—I was not looking for it, but there 
were some favourites, and I was one of his 


favourites.

The case of Phelan, employer, Priestly, de- 
fendant, an appeal under ths Unemployment 
Insurance Act, statel to be the first of its 
kind, was listed for hearing. It was an 
apy 9al by Patrick J. Phelan, shopkeeper and 
farmer, of -iughrim, Co. Wicklow, against 
a decision of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, that John Priestly, a labourer, 
who had been employed by the appellant, was 
a person whose employment came within the 
Act, and, as sich, should have had an in- 
surance card stamped. 

Evidence was ‘ven om behalf of the ap- 
pellant’ that Priestiy was employed as ah 
agricultural labourer, 

John Priestly, the employé, gave evidence 
that, while in Mr. Phelan’s employment, he 
used to cart coal and corn, bottle stout, wash 
bottles, feed pigs and milk cows. He said 
t. * he did not work much in the fields, ex- 
cept at harvest time. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held. that on the 
whole Priestly was employed in agriculture, 
and reversed the decision of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce. :

FIGHT MEN SENTENCED FOR 

ASSAULT AND INTIMIDATION. 

Richard Burke, Thomas Burke, Patrick 
Nash, Timothy Ryan, Thomas Ryan, William 
Ryan, Patrick Jones, and James Wixted, all 
of County Limerick, were charged, on an in- 
dictment, with unlawful assembly at Farnane, 
Co. Limerick, on the Ist August last, and 
with assaulting Edward O’Mahony. On a 
second count they were charged with using 
violence towards and intimi ite Hdward 
O'Mahony, in order to prevent him froin 
completing the purchase of part of the lands 
of Farnane. 

Mr. Thomas O’Brien Kelly, solicitor, 
Limerick, stated that on the 26th of June, by 
order of the High Court, the lands were put 
up for public auction, but the sale fell 
through.

Edward O'Mahony gave evidence that on 
Sunday, the Ist of August, his tender havin 
been accepted, he drove to the lands wit 
his wife, They walked over the lands and 
returned to the yard. He saw twelve men 
there.

Burke then asked if he knew that the 
Commissioners were about to take over the 
lands, and, the witness saying that he did 
not, added: ‘‘If you take over the lands 
you'll be in peril of your life.” The witness 
turned to leave, when he was hit on the head 
with some hard instrument and felled to the 
ground. 

Richard Burke, one of the prisoners, stated 
that he told O’Mahony that the Estates Com- 
missioners had promised them the lands and 
not to risk his money. O’Mahony said that 
he had bought the lands and would keep 
thém. O'Mahony was struck, but the wit- 
ness could not say by whom. 

The jury, after half an hour's absence, 
found the prisoners guilty on both counts. 

Judge O'Byrne said that the prisoners were 
found guilty of two very serious offences. They 
went there to frighten Mr. O'Mahony, who 
had lawfully purchased the farm ; ana when 
he was struck down none of them went to his 
assistance. Richard Burke, who was the 
leader, would be sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment; Patrick Nash, Thomas Burke, 
Timothy Ryan, William Ryan, and Patrick 
Jones to four months’ hard labour; and 
Thomas Ryan and James Wixted to three 
months’ hard labour. At the expiration of 
the sentences they would be bound to the 
peace for two years.

The trawler had 
then no lights, but at 12.22 she put up a 
mast-head light at the stern. The witness

number. The searchlight showed that the

At 12.30 a.m. the witness stopped and 
boarded the trawler, Her papers showed 
that she was owned by the Phare Steam 
Fishing Company, Fleetwood. He brought 
the trawler into Rathmullan, and seized all 
of its gear which had been in use—one net 
and two warps. The witness said that the 
defendant skipper had commented when his 
vessel Was boarded and headed for Rath- 
mullan+that the hour he had been fishing was 
going to be a dear one.

APPEAL AGAINST CONVICTION 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Edward O’Donohue, 29 Fontenoy Street, 
appealed from convictions and fines of 40s. In 
respect of two charges, one of being guilty of 
conduct liable to result in a breach of the 
peace, and the other of throwing a bottle into 
a procession on Armistice Day. 

Mr. Dixon (instructed by Mr. O hUadhaigh) 
appeared for the appellant, and Mr. Clarke 
(Chief State Solicitor’s. Office) for the State. 

John Maguire said that he was in the pro- 
cession, which was going along D'Olier 
street. In the procession was a large flag 
borne on two poles. As the procession passed 
a tramcar a man (whom he pointed out in 
court as the appellant) reached over the side 
and caught hold of the flag and tore a piece 
out of it. He then threw down a bottle. The 
crowd ‘‘rushed”’ the tramcar.. The Guards 
arrived, took charge of the tramcar, and 
drove it to the Nelson Pillar, The crowd 
followed it, and had not he kept it back 
“the man would have been slaughtered.” 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Clarke—What dtd the crowd intend to 
do*—Give him a hiding and throw him into 
the Liffey, which he deserved. 

William Kenny said that he saw O’Donohue 
tear down the flag. 

The appellant said that he was on the 
tramcar and shouted down to a man in the 
procession to take a flag out of his coat. He 
did not tear the flag or throw a bottle. 

Guard Cannon and Miss FE. McHenry 
swore that they did not see the appellant 
throw a bottle or tear the flag. 

Judge Roche said that it was evident that 
but for the extraordinary patience and policy 
shown by the Guards on Armistice Day there 
might have been nasty work here and there 
owing to the excitement which, for some 
reason or another, was allowed to be en- 
gendered. 

“Mr. O'Donohue,” he continued, “‘on his 
own admission, told a man to take a flag out 
of his coat. What right he had to arrogate 
to himself any such power I do not know. 
In my opinion, that action amounted to in- 
sulting behaviour, and the District Justice 
was right in coming to that conclusion in the 
first charge, and I uphold that decision.”’ 

He reversed the decision in the charge of 
throwing the bottle. 


NEGLIGENT DRIVING. 
DISTRICT’ JUSTICE’S DECISION 
UPHELD. 

James J. Fox, of Ballymacoll, Dunboyne, 
Co. Meath, appealed from a conviction and 
fine of £4 imposed in the District Court on a 
charge of driving a motor car negligently in 

Cabra road on the 9th June Jast. 

Mr. James O'Connor, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co., solicitors), 
appeared for the appellant; and Mr. Clarke 
(Chief State Solicitor’s Office) for the State.

The car then started off, and 
man and car proceeded down the road in ‘the 
same direction, The car came up behind the 
man and the right radiator struck him. The 
witness heard no horn sounded. The car was 
going at about seven or eight miles per hour, 

here was nothing to prevent the driver from 
seeing Hughes. 

Peter Curran corroborated. 

The appellant, examined by Mr. O’Connor, 
said that he saw the man walking in front of 
him. The man looked behind and saw the 
car, and consequently the witness did not 
sound the horn. The man moved to the left 
to avoid the car, but then suddenly appeared 
before the car, and the accident was un- 
avoidable. : 

Judge Roche said that to his mind there 
was culpable n bheatha & culpable error of 
judgment..

THE PRINTING INDUSTRY. 

Professor Magennis moved an amendment 
to Section 153, which deals with copyright, to 
the effect that in the case of any work in the 
production of which printing is involved, the 
printing should be done in the Saorstat. The 
object of his amendment, he said, was to 
make this an Irish Act. If the amendment 
was accepted the copyright law would be 
the copyright law of the Saorstat, and would 
be in the iiterest of Irish trade. His inten- 
tion was, that where literary, dramatic, musi- 
cal or artistic work involved for its produc- 
tion the process of printing, that printing 
should be done in the Saorstat. He confined 
his proposal to Find; it did not include 
the setting up of type. 

If the amendment were accepted it would 
mean additional work where work was badly 
required, and where unemployment was so 
rife. It would in no way interfere with the 
freedom of the author to have his work ‘* set- 
up ” where he pleased. 

Mr. Johnson supported thé amendment. 

Mr. McGilligar said that, if the amendment 
was adopted, they would be going back. upon 
the whole world -.án noe to copynght 
matters. “They were told* by the printers that 
not five pee cent. of the books published in 
England had a sale of 3,000 copies in Ireland, 
It was suggested that they were going to get 
certain printing done here by reason of the 
amendment, but, on the other hand, it would 
mean that no Irish author would come within 
the Berne Convention. 

“A LITTLE IRELANDER.” 

Professor Magennis said that the amend- 
ment ME to magazines, newspapers, music 
and other works of art capable of machine 
roduction as well as books. In this matter 
e was a Little Irelander. Was Ireland to 
run at the heels of other countries’. He knew 
how small was the percentage of Irish’ 
authors who published, much less printed, in 
Ireland. They took their work to the London 
firms, who could afford to give them adver- 
tisement. How few would be affected by the 
operation of the Berne Convention? 

The printing industry in Ireland was 
perishing, and this was an opportunity to 
come to its aid. Were they to doom the 
rinting industry to failure because some 
rish author would not have the protection 
of the Berne Convention? This was the 
British Act of 1911, and he wondered whether 
the Minister was free to depart from it. 

Mr. McGilligan said that there was no 
hindrance whatever to departure from the 
English Act. He proposed, in fact, to leave 
it in several other sections of the bill. 

Mr. Johnson said that he thought the 
benefit to be derived by the pas trade 
would justify them in risking being expelled 
from the Berne Convention. 

Mr. MoGilligan said that if the amend- 
ment were passed, it would be an: incentive 
to Irish authors to get their works ‘published 
for the first time in England, where they 
would come under the Berne Convention. 

Professor Magennis said that Irish authors 
wrote princ.pally for Irish and American 
readers, and as Arerica was outside the 
Berne Convention, the benefit would be in 
favour of the Dublin printers as against the 
Berne Convention.

Professor Magennis asked the Minister for 
Finance if. the: undertakings tó pay and to 
reinit claims for ment. as set out in the 
White Paper entitle ‘* Heads of the Ultimate 
Financial Settlement between the British 
Government and the Government of the Irish 
Free State, ' da 19th March, 1926, con-

NO NEW VOTE FOR UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Answering guéstions by Mr, T. J. O'Connell 
with regard to unemployment, Mr. Blythe 
said that the position was that, apart from 
the sum voted specifically for the relief of 
unemployment and distress (£50,000), provi- 
sion had -beén “made already -by the Govern- 
ment in the estimates for the current year 
of a kind likely to help in securing the same 
object. Votes had ed passed for sums 
amounting to £6,010,939, and in that figure 
were included road grants £1,150,000, ad- 
vances under the Shannon scheme £1,675,000. 
It was not proposed to make any addition to 
this provision in the current year. : 

Mr Johnson said that these sums were 
voted nine months ago, and there was still 
great unemployment. Did the Minister in- 
tend to take any further steps to relieve the 
problem of unemployment in the country? 

Mr. Nagle said that there were aréas in 
the country in which not a penny of the 
money mentioned had been spent. 

Mr. Blythe said that, no matter what 
amount of money they spent, they could not 
cover all the areas. They spent the money 
in constructive works, rather than in special 
relief schemes. 

Mr. Davin—Is it the intention of the Go- 
vernment not to bring in any relief scheme 
before the end of the fi ncial year? 

Mr. Blythe said that it was not intended 
to bring in any additional vote this year. 

In answer to 4 question by Mr. Davin, as 
to the total number of wheelbarrows already

ANTRIM FARMERS’ PROTEST. 

A deputation from the Ulster Farmers’ 
Union waited on Antrim County Council 
yesterday with reference to the slippery con- 
dition of the roads.

HOW OTHER SUBJECTS ARE 
AFFECTED. 

Dr. Irwin, in the eourse eí-his remarks, 
referred to the prominent place which this 
problem now took in the minds of the insh 
people. Three or four years ago, when the 
Government intimated their intention of 
making Irish compulsory, the attitude of the 
Methodist Church had been one of silence, on 
the whole—mainly with the desire not to 
embarrass a Government whose hands were 
filled with heavy tasks. Moreever, the desire 
to avoid any charge of sectarian bias was a 
factor in the case, as also they thought that 
later on there’ might be some modification of 
the policy; but that’ hope had not been ro 
far realised. 

The compulsory teaching of Irish in ve gro: 
schools by teachers not properly qualified had 
led to the mere miemorising of words and 
phrases and to the neglect of important por- 
tions of the school studies. The attempt, 
moreover, to teach other subjects through 
the medium of Irish was a negation of all 
educationg: principles, bearing in mind the 
very limited knowledge’ of the language 
usually possessed by both teacher and pupil. 
The difficulty of. obtaining properly qualified 
teachers under these conditions for their 
schools was a great and growing one in the 
Free State. A great many teachers had gone 


for the Training College. was not at al! 
adequate to fill the vacancies whieh arose, 
THE SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

In the secondary schools there had not, as 
yet, been the element of compulsion, and 
many of these schools had been teaching 
Irish for the past three years. In 1928 the 
Lower Certificate will not be obtainable by 
@ pupil not taking Irish and passing in it. 
Thus valuable scholerships will not opeh 
to pupils not possessing a knowledge of Irish, 
and in course of time it was quite probable 
that Irish would be made in the secondary 
achools a compulsory subject for every 
student, with the inevitable sacrifice of the 
vas ge subjects 

e speaker then furnished figures showing 
how seriously slready French and German 
had suffered as a result of the present policy. 
The educational value and the universality of 
these other languages differentidied them 4 
entirely from Irish, and the views of ex- 
perienced teachers should be fully taken into 
account before any subject was made com: 
pulsory in a syllabas. Also the majority of 
their boys had to keep in view the earning 
of their livelihood, and Irish would be of no 
value to them once they ‘eft the twenty-six 
counties, as many of them must, 

DREAM OF A VISIONARY. 

It seemed clear to him that.the goal of an 
Irish-speaking Free State would never be 
achieved, but was the dream of a ‘visionary. 
lt was a policy of fanaticism which would 
sooner or later have to be modified. One 
result of the policy would be a weakening 
of the affinity between them and their friends 
in the North and across the Channel and 
an increase in thé tide of emigration. . He 
wished to emphasise that he had no objection 
whatever to giving Irish the same place as 
French or Latin, or to giving every. pupil 
who desired it the opportunity of learning it, 
Nor did he object to its encouragement by 
increased State grants. “here was no lack of 
patriotism in those for whom he spoke, and 
these fully appreciated the splendid work 
accomplished by the isasmnenhs without a 
shadow of intolerance in the legislation passed. 
Nevertheless, compulsory Irish should be 
opposed in the true interests of education and 
of the boys and girls who were being com- 
pelled, against their own wishes and those of 
their parents, to learn this language, to the 
serious detriment of important and universal 
subjects. — 

ASPECTS OF THE PROBLEM. 

Mr. Ernest E. Joynt said that he wished 

to present to th: Council some aspects of 

this subject which had, he believed, not 

hitherto. been adequately. eonsidered.  . He 

briefly traced the connection bétween the 

establishment of the Free State and the 

Irish language movement of the past thirty 

yéars which aitied at the intelléctual 4n- 

dependence of Ireland. Irish was one of the 

most expressive languages, and still retained 

its precision of construction, wealth of idiom, 

subtlety of expression, and rich vocabulary 

virtually unimpaired, in spite of the pro- 

scription of centuries. On this ground alone, 

its inclusion in the school programmes would 

be justified; and the testimony of leading 

educationalists of other countries confirmed 

this view. In. spite of statements to the 

voutrary, an Irish Ireland would not be de- 

prived of the benefits of English literature, 

or cut off from the current of European 

thought. Much of the opposition to com- 

pulsory Irish was, he believed, not an objec- 

ticn so much to compulsion as to the Irish 

language itself. 

nder the Constitution Irish was entitled 

to equal rights with English; and if the | 
language was to be restored. it must be 
done in this generation; and compulsion, 
with the putting into operation of the 
recommendations of the Gaeltacht Com- 
mission, was the only. possible method of 
achieving this end. It had to be remembered 
also, that compulsion was cheerfully ac- 
cepted in many spheres of life, other than 
education. He would earnestly hope that the 
Protestant Churches would not adopt in this 
matter adopt a policy which could reasonably 
be construed as anti-national. 

A DECLINE IN EFFICIENCY. 

It was obviously impossible for the Govern- 
ment to legislate separately for each relig- 
ious: denomination. He could, however, 
quite understand the irritation and worry 
caused by the new strain which the regui- 
ations regarding Irish weré placing on those 
responsible for putting them into effect; 
but this was Bai «3 from a transitional 
period: Until the position was stabilised, 
they were undoubtedly threaten with a 
serious decline in efficiency. é would 
co-operate, as far as 
possible, towards finding a solution of the 
rome So long as the intentions of the 

Faoi of ucation concerning the 
ultimate position of Irish on the school 
programmes were not affected, it might be 
feasible to urrange details as to time ‘and 
méthods to suit particular schools.

China and India. 


The latest news from China adds a 
significant foot-note to M. Tchitcherin’s 
speech at Berlin. When the Northern 
Kuomintang were defeated some months 
ago their leader, Peng Yu-hsiang, the 
“Christian general,” fled to Moscow. 
Feng is a strong adherent to the doctrines 
of Bolshevism and a pliant tool of the 
Soviet Government. After the collapse of 
Wu Pei-fu’s armies and the first successes 
of the Cantonese leaders Feng returned to 
Northern China, where of late his move- 
ments have been obscure. His presence, 
of course, has been a menace to Chang 
Tso-lin, the Manchurian war lord. Now 
it is reported from Peking that Feng is 
invading Sinkiang. This large province 
forms the north-western corner of China, 
and is bordered by Russian territory. If 
Feng is able to capture it, he will be in 
direct touch with Russian munitions and 
food supplies; and his success will be as 
gratifying for Canton as it will be for- 
midable for Chang Tso-lin. In a yet more 
important fashion, however, the possession 
Bolshevist 


of Sinkiang would promote 
policy; for on its south-western frontier 
the province dips very closely towards 
India. There is no need to comment on 
Reuter’s statement that “the Bolshevisa- 
tion of Sinkiang would mean a distinct 
menace to India.” Since Communist 
control was established throughout Euro- 
pean and Asiatic Russia its disruptive 
intrigues fomented all sorts of 
trouble, from Afghanistan to Bengal, and 
from Java.

Free State Telephones. 


Yesterday we published a map prepared 
by the Free State Department of Posts 
and Telegraphs, illustrating the develop- 
ment of the use of the telephone through- 
out the twenty-six counties. In 1922 
the number of telephones connected with 
the public telephone service in use in the 
Saorstát was 19,076. In four years this 
number increased by nearly 27 per cent., 
reaching the total of 24,239. This is a 
gratifying measure of progress; but even 
more satisfactory is the fact that the 
increase has not been concentrated in 
urban areas. kn the period concerned the 


number of miles of single wire in use for | 


subscribers rose from 41,880 to 70,450— 
an increase of nearly 68 per cent.— 
indicating that a rural telephone system 
has begun to come into being.

of telephonic communication four years 
ago. From Ballina, through Tuam and 
Athenry. to Ennis, for instance, a new 
line, about one hundred miles leng, links 
up the towns of the West. From Clare- 
morris another new line, some fifty miles 
long, connects this Western chain with 
the Midlands at Athlone. New lines have 
been thrown out to Connemara, the Clare 
coast, and the remote beauties of the 
counties of Kerry and Cork, to the great 
benefit of holiday-makers. In Leinster a 
close network of lines has brought -lmost 
every little town into the system. Five 
major exchanges in Northern Ireland are 
linked to the Freé State lines. The map 
shows further extensions which the 
Post Office hopes to complete in 
the next two years, bringing Northern 
Donegal into contact with the Free 
State lines and sending out ramifica- 
tions in Connaught and Munster. At 
present it is possible to talk in Dublin 
with friends in Sligo, Recess, Carrigaholt, 
Dingle and Skibbereen ; and, when present 
plans are complete, farthest Inishowen 
will be linked to remote Rosscarbery. It 
will be observed that the map reveals no 
provision for North-West Mayo or for 
contact with the herring fisheries of 
North-West Donegal. Even in the absence 
of numerous subscribers these districts, 
in, the interests of the national economy 
and of social amenity, ought to receive 
the full advantage of telephonic communi- 
cations with the great. centres of popul:

| ‘The Bull-Fight Reformed. 


If bull-fightirg cannot be suppressed in 

a land so lacking in sensibility as to enjoy 
Aaolún of cruelty, at least it is well that 
its grosser brutalities should be checked. 
The Madrid Correspondent of The Times 
reports that the Spanish Minister of the 
Interior has invited suggestions for a 
cutrasse to protect the horses used in the 
arena. In every bull-fight the first stage 
is the tiring of the victim by means of 
lance strokes delivered by the mounted 
picador. In the more heroic days of the 
sport—if sport it may be called—the 
picador regarded it as a point of honour 
to bring his mount safe; but to-day the 
padded warriors usually protect themselves 
by allowing the bull to engage his horns 
in the flesh of the unhappy horse. Worn- 
out horses are employed: Commonly, they 
are blinded before action, and not infre- 
quently, when wounded, instead of being 
dispatched without delay, they are patched 
up and driven into a second conflict. Of 
late the sufferings of the horses have 
evoked something like a national scandal. 
A competition has been opened with the 
object of finding the most suitable’ protec- 
tion for the mounts. From the neck to 
the hind leg, and on the right side only, 
the horse is exposed to the onrush of the 
maddened bull, and what is required is a 
shield .for the imperilled parts, not too 
heavy to allow free and rapid motion. 
Far from losing its hold on popularity, the 
bull-fight draws ever larger attendances, 
and new arenas are springing up all over 
Spain. That horses will be spared the 
worst cruelties is well; but when boast is 
made that the bull-fight has been rendered 
humane, the bulls might utter the same 
comment as Alsop’s frogs.

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SOPHOCLES AT THE 
THEATRE. | 

It is, after all, something of a compliment 
to Dublin’s taste to present classical drama 
at the Abbey Theatre. We are a city yet. 
‘here was a crowded house last night, locked 
in silent and awed attention, w hen Dr. W. B. 
Yeats’s rendering of ‘‘(Edipus Rex was 
produced for the first time—surely the most 
notable event of many theatrical years. The 
long, repeated applause which was lavished 
at. the end on MF J. MacCormick, who 
played (Edipus, an manifest how deeply 
the audience was stirred by the admirable 
production, and the equally admirable acting, 
of this greatest. of the word's tragedies, The 
story, of course, is familiar to all—how 
(Edipus, seeking the criminal whose sin has 
avelyed his people in misery, slowly is con- 
vinced that himself is the slayer of his 
father and the incestuous husband of his 
mother, and thus the just subject of the 
curses that he himself has called down upon 
the guilty. His wife and mother, Jocasta, 
kills he rself, and (Edipus tears out his eyes. 

The version followed the original play 
closely, and differed from the prose trans la 
tions, in which most persons who are not 
classical scholars read Sophocles, in little 
save the simplification of diction, and the 
casting of the choruses into a plain, rhymed 
verse, fitted for chanting. The whole moved 
to a fine, rhetorical rhythm, and there was 
not a jarring note, save in the too frequent 
use of locutions ending in prepositions—" the 
man I have looked íor, ' etc. Nothing could 
surpass, in a small theatre, the good taste 
of the staging—the chorus in grey. cowls 
before and below the stage, the simple, yet 
vivid, attire, the restraint of the curtained 
background, 

Sophocles wrote, of course, for a vast 
auditorium, for masked and buskined actors. 
In classical times the play was large and im- 
personal, and the strength of the poetry was 
in the pure, intellectual power of languag 
Crushed upon a small stage, it was inevit: able 
that the physical horrors of the tragedy 
should be magnified, and that the quarrels- 
notably that between CEdipus and the priest 
(played with much beauty by Sar Gorman)— 
should come down, as it were, to clashes of 
ersonal vanity. The vehemence of Mr. 
MacCormick’s Jament over his ill-fated 
children, the pity of his blinded face, set 
so close to the living atidience, could not 
but. obscure in some degree the greater 
tragedy of the creature's impotence in the 
ruthless hands of Fate. The Greek solemnity, 
however, was maintained by the chorus, 
speaking in a sort of plain chant, and seeming 
to be the voice of humanity, abiding, , wonder- 
ing, passionate, grave; from the fir xious 
questionings down to the final sp f the 
leader as the curtain falls; ‘* Ca man 
happy while he lives, 

Sophocles purges the mind of senti- 
mentalism—startles it with the confrontation 
of reality. Yet it is hard for a modern 
audience, with minds that hase heen trained 
from youth to see in life sontething that the 
Attic age never knew, to see Cdipus as 
the Greeks saw him, or to understand how 
great multitudes gathered to witness this play 
and a score of other versions of the same 
tragedy, familiar with the plot, and drawing 
from the language a religious refreshment. 
If, by some great imaginative effort, we force 
ourselves to the Greek position, we find in 
‘(Edipus Rex” something more than a 
terrifying picture of the bleakness of a world 
without ies. We see the same poetic con- 
sciousness which informs all the Shakesperian 
tragedies, that the abuse of nature must be 
wrought out in catastrophe—a dreadful con- 
viction that the wages of sin is death. This 
was brought home by last night s production 
as powerfully and truly, perhaps, as the 
modern form of stagec raft allows. 

Mr. Barry Fitzgerald was a strprise in his 
dignified Creon. Jocasta was beautifully 
played by Miss Eileen Crowe. Mr. Dolan 
was a splendid Teiresias, and the chorus, finely 
led by Mr. J. Stevenson, in itself would give 
distinction to the performance. 

Mr. Shaw’s ‘The Shewing 
Posnet,’’. called ‘‘a sermon in crude melo 
drama,” came as a relief after the tenor of 
what certainly must be the most powerful 
thing that the Abbey Theatre ever staged.

To-day, after the Dail has concluded the 
Committee stage of the Industrial and 
Commercial Property Bill, Professor 
Magennis will initiate a discussion on the 
White Paper recently issued giving the 
“ Ultimate Heads of the Financial Settle- 
ment between the British Government and 
the Government of the Irish Free State.” 

The matter was referred to in the House 
yesterday, when Professor Magennis asked 
the Minister for Finance whether the 
undertakings set out in the White Paper 
contained any items not previously in- 
cluded in the settlement made by the 
cancellation of Article 5 of the Treaty. 
Mr. Blythe replied in the affirmative, and 
to the further query: “ What items?” re- 
sponded: “Every item. Professor 
Magennis gave notice of his desire to open 
a debate on the matter to-day, when a 
full statement from the Minister is likely 
to be forthcoming. 


IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

Owing to the illness of the. Minister for 
External Affairs, the promised statement 
on the report of the Inter-Imperial Rela- 
tions Committee has been postponed until 
next week. Tho summary of the proceed- 
ings of the Imperial Conference was circu- 
lated to members of the Dail last night. 
A document of 62 printed pages, it con- 
tains little that is new to the public. The 
greater part of it is devoted to the report 
of the Inter-Imperial Relations Committee 
(already published in full), the remaining 
chapters constituting a record of the Con- 
ference’s deliberations on foreign relations, 
defence, imperial communications, oversea 
settlement, and ceneral economic 
questions. 

The Conference, it is stated, gave much 
consideration to the question of defence 
and “to the methods by which the defence 
arrangements of each part of the Empire 
could be most effectively co-ordinated.” 
It noted with satisfaction that consider- 
able progress in the direction of ‘closer co- 
operation in defence matters had been 
effected by: the reciprocal attachment of 
naval, military and air officers to the staff 
colleges and other technical establishments 
maintained in various parts of the 
Empire, “and invited the attention of the 
Governments represented to the facilities 
afforded by the new Imperial Defence 
College in London for the edutation of 
officers in , the broadest aspects of 
strategy. | 

The resolutions on defence adopted in 
1923 were reaffirmed. The second of these 
states: “The Conference expressly re- 
cognises that it is for the Parliaments of 
the several parts of the Empire, upon the 
recommendations of their respective 
Governments, to decide the nature and 
extent of any action which should be taken 
by them ” to provide for the adequate 
defence of the territories and trade of 
the several countries comprising the 
British Empire; the primray responsi- 
bility of each portion of the Empire being 
for its own local defence.

AIRMEN KILLED THIS 
YEAR, 

While testing a Gloucester Gamecock 
single-seater aeroplane, at an altitude of 
5,000 feet, at the Martlesham experi- 
mental aerodrome, Suffolk, yesterday, 
Flying Officer Gilbdrt Vernon Wheatley, 
of No. 22 Bombing Squadron, lost his life. 
The lower wings apparently became 
loosened, three loud reports were heard, 
and the machine crashed to earth. 

Mr. Wheatley, who was 37 years of age, 
was an experienced pilot, with war ser- 
vice. He became attached to the station 
about a year ago, having previously served 
in India. 

He evidently attempted to get out of 
the cockpit as the machine was falling, 
as his body was found thirty yards from 
the wreckage, which had almost com- 
pletely buried itself. 

One eye-witness said that the machine 
was flying over the main Ipswich road, 
apparently in perfect order, when the 
wings appeared to come apart from the 
fuselage, and the under-carriage fell to 
the ground, leaving the wings floating in 
the air for a short time. A wing was 
found half a mile away. : 

It is suggested that the pilot was 
endeavouring to get out of a dive when 
the accident occurred. The parachute 
attached to the officer was open. 

Although Martlesham Heath Aerodrome 
is the principal experimental test station, 
this was the first fatal accident to occur 
there for three years.

Two aeroplanes and three hundred men, 
many accompanied by dogs, were engaged 
yesterday in scouring the Surrey Downs 
for some trace of Mrs. Agatha Christie, 
the novelist, who disappeared last Friday. 

A wide area of woodlands was searched, 
foot by foot, by the men with dogs, while 
others dragged the ponds and _ water- 
courses in the locality, and the aeroplanes 
flew low over the trees and bushes. When 
darkness came no clue to Mrs, Christie’s 
whereabouts had been discovered. The 
search will be continued to-day. 

Mrs. Christie, a well-known writer of 
fiction,, and the wife of a distinguished 
soldier, left her house, The Styles, 


in a motor car, The next morning the 
car was found abandoned on the slopes of 
Newlands Corner, Surrey. 


LOSS OF MEMORY. 

The police believe that Mrs. Christie, 
who recently had a nervous break-down, 
is suffering from loss of memory, and that 
she may be wandering in the woodlands. 

Since a description of the missing woman 
was published the police have. received 
communication from several people who 
think that they saw her on Saturday and 
Sunday, but nothing has been established 
definitely. 

Mr. Edward McAllister, of Merrow, 
near Guildford, stated yesterday that on 
Saturday morning he saw a motor car 
stopped at Newlands Corner, and a woman, 
who wore neither hat nor coat, asked him 
to start it. He did so, and the woman 
drove away in the direction of Merrow. 

Last evening an elderly woman arrived 
at Newlands Corner and inquired for 
Deputy Chief Constable Kenward, who is 
in charge of the men making the search. 
She went into the police tender which Mr. 
Kenward uses as his headquarters, and 
remained with him over half an hour. 
When she came out she was asked if she 
could throw any light on the mystery of 
Mrs. Christie's whereabouts, and she re- 
plied: “I can say nothing at all ; you will 
probably know more to-morrow.”’

“ Now that civil war in the coal indus- 
try has ceased ; now that politics have been 


shown to be a failure in providing a 


remedy for the industry's ills; now that 
sentiment has been shown to be inade- 
quate—let science come in and see if it 
canhot do something,” said Colonel Lane- 
Fox, the Minister for Mines, at the in- 
augural dinner of the Institution of Fuel 
Technology, in London, last night. 

The one hope for the regeneration and 
improvement of the coal industry in the 
future lay in the development of science 
and the application of scientific methods. 

What is wanted is a general co-ordina- 
tion and concentration of effort by men of 
practical knowledge and real business ex- 
perience. In these days men could not 
afford to sit on their secrets like a broody 
hen sitting on a pot egg. 

Sir Alfred Mond said that one of the 
problems facing fuel technologists was 
whether we are going on consuming coal 
in. the shape in which it is won from the 
mine. He should not be surprised if the 
time arrived when the use of fuel in the 
present form, either for domestic or indus- 
trial purposes, would be so modified that 
the people would wonder at the dark ages 
out of which they were emerging. 

An interesting new development, he 
said, was pulverised fuel. Germany was 
already beginning to transport pulverised 
fuel in tank wagons, very much the same 
as oil was transported.

MR. HODGES ON FUTILITY 
OF STRIKES. 


The general strike was the most startling 
thing that had ever occurred in English 
history, and it startled every other country 
in the world, said Mr. Frank Hodges, the 
Secretary of the International Miners 
Federation, in London, last night. They 
had been looking for its advent for a 
number of years, and there was a certain 
inévitability about it because a certain 
mentality had developed among the trade 
unionists, who wanted to see what it would 
be like to have the great industries of thé 
country suddenly brought to a stand-still. 


BAD LEADERSHIP. 

The general strike was the most shatter- 
ing thing that had ever happened. The 
action of the Trades Union Congress was 
taken to help the miners, but the miners’ 
leadership was so bad as net fully to avail 
itself of that help. 

If he were to put the figure of our total 
loss at five hundred million pounds he 


would be well within the mark. We should | 
never be able to estimate what we had lost | 


in prospective trade. 


A BLANK SHEET. 

“If you were to ask me,” said Mr. 
Hodges, “to point to anything that the 
coal stoppage had achieved for the nation, 
for the coal ewners, or for the miners in 
that period, I think, to be perfectly frank 
and candid, J should not be able to point 
my finger at one thing. The hours of the 
miners have been extended, the minimum 
wages have been lowered, the national 
agreement has gone, the Miners’ Federa- 
tion does not exist any more for wage 
negotiating purposes, and neither does the 
Mining. Association. (the  coal-owners’ 
body). The agreements that have been 
entered into in the districts do not all 
terminate at the same time. One can say 
with perfect truth that all the achieve- 
ments of the Miners’ Federation as a 
national organisation, from 1908 onwards, 
have been lost. That is the reward for 
the miners.” 

** Perhaps, there is one thing that may 
be learned from this great struggle. The 
idea of war in industry, as exemplified by 
the general strike, has been put into 
practice and weighed in the scales of 
history, and found wanting. 

“Tt may be that men’s minds on the 
workmen's side and on the leadership side 
will now turn to more practical and real 
methods of getting the maximum at of 
the industries which they represent. 


PEACE WANTED. 

“These are days when people talk of 
industrial peace. - It is no use giving lip- 
service to industrial peace. 
possible in an atmosphere of comparative 
prosperity and by concentration upon pro- 
duction and distribution. The standard of 
life of the people rests on prosperity in 
industry, and that cannot be fostered by 
industrial war. 

“If the employers and the men’s leader 
can be got together on the same platform, 
they will see that the lock-out.is futile 
and that the strike is barbaric, and that 
both are contrary to what is expected of 
a rational nation; and I am persuaded 
that the great mass of our countrymen 
would react to that and accept it. I hope 


that out of the horrible conflagration | 


through which we have passed will be born 
the idea of the futility of trying to im- 
prove the lot of our fellow-countrymen by 
industrial war.” 

Mr. Hodges made a plea for five years’ 
industrial peace and the submitting of 
minor disputes to arbitration.

OPTIMISM AT GENEVA. 


From THe Spectra, CoRRESPONDENT OF 
“Tug Trmes.’’ 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

There is considerable optimism in 
official circles here to-night that an agree- 
ment will be reached on the question of 
German disarmament before the end of 
the week, which, if not final in itself, will 
be the foundation of a final settlement. 
The methods which proved successful. at 
Locarno seem once more likely to succeed, 
and, since the Conference yesterday under 
the unofficial chairmanship of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, it is gradually being dis- 
covered that the German objections to the 
scheme of investigation proposed by the 
League are very largely founded on mis- 
interpretation of its terms, .while on the 
French side it is felt that it is impossible 
to insist under the Treaty of Versailles on 
a special form of control for the 
demilitarised Rhine zone. 

To-day Sir Austen Chamberlain invited 
to luncheon with him Dr. Benesh (Czecho- 
Slovakia) and M. Zaleski (Poland), and 
doubtless informed them of the present 
state of the negotiations in which they 
had not taken part. It may be said at 
once, however, that objections are not 
being raised this time against private 
conversations of the five Powers chiefly 
concerned, as has been the case on 
previous occasions. It is realised that the 
execution by Germany of the demands of 
the Ambassadors’ Conference is not a 
League affair.

DIVORCE IN THE

NEW PROCEDURE 
IN OPERATION, . 


APPEAL TO THE LORDS. 


Spee pment seach 
During the past session several private 
Divorce Bills were passed in the. Parlia- 
ment oí Northern Ireland, instead of 
under the old procedure of preseriting 
Divorce Bills in the House of Lords. | 
This change was brought about as the 
result of a decision by the House of Lords 
that, in future, they could not adcept 
petitions for divorce bills from Northern 
Ireland. Last year changes were made 
in the rules and regulations relating to 
private bills in the Northern Parliament 
to enable those who had obtained a 
divorce a mensa et thoro in the Courts to 
make the decree absolute. 


THE LIMITED JURISDICTION. 

During the passage of these regulations 
it was explained that under the Matri- 
monial Causes and Marriage Law (Ire- 
land) Amendment Acts of 1870 and 1871, 
the former matrimonial jurisdiction of 
Ecclesiastical Courts was transferred to 
the Crown, the jurisdiction being exercised 
by a Judge of the Court of Probate, 
sitting as the Judge of the Court of 
Matrimonial Causes and Matters. So far 
as divorce was concerned, the jurisdiction 
of that Court was limited to the grant of 
divorce @ mensa..cth thoro-—that is, a 
judicial separation which did not break 
the matrimonial link, and, therefore, did 
not allow of the re-marriage of either of 
the parties. The complete rupture of the 
marriage tie, which carried with it the 
right of re-marriage, was only obtaimable 
by the process of private bill in the 
Parliament of Westminster. 

When the Government of Ireland Art, 
1920, . established the Parliament and 
Government of Northern. Ireland, a two- 
fold problem arose in relation to divorce 
bills from persons domicHed in Northern 
Ireland. In the first place, it had to be 
decided whether the Imperial Parliament 
was the proper Parhament to accept bills 
of this nature, o: whether a petition for 
a divorce bill should be lodged with the 
Clerk of the Parliament of Northern Ire- 
land. “The Clefk of the Parliament, at 
Westminster notified the Clerk of the 
Parliament of Northern Ireland that the 
House of Lords, with whom all divorce 
bills used to originate, had decided that 
they could no longer accept petitions for 
divorce bills from Northern Ireland. That 
being so, a second, and more difficult, 
problem arose—namely, the assimilation 
of the machinery of the Northern Parlia- 
ment, as far as possible, to the custom 
and practice which had for centuries been 
in operation in these matters at West- 
minster.

CORK’S SUPPLY. 

Givin evidence at the Food Pr:res 
Tribunal in Cork yesterday, Mr. W. F. 
Thompson (managing director, Messrs. F. H. 
‘uompson and.Sons, Ltd-) said that there 
wes aw Jasten Bakers’ Association 
with about twenty members. About six 
master onakers vere outside the Asscciation. 
The object ef the Association was to safe- 
guard the interests of the members, and to 

/viia mactors concerning the trade. Prices 
were discussed, and. unless there was a 
unanimous decisioa the prices of bread could 
not be raised, ‘There was no fixing of prices 
an. no compulsion whatever. They arrived 
at a decision as to th. price which they 
thought should be charged. When that 
happened the price generally was adhered to, 
One member of the Association could lower 
the price of bread if the price of flour went 
down, whereas it required the whole Associa- 
tion to increase it. There was nothing

les conciliatory. 

In reply to further questions by the Chair- 
man. (Senator 8. L. Brown, K.C.), Mr. 
Thompson said that in all the bakeries in 
Cork at present machinery was used for 
dough-making and scaling. Drawplate ovens 
were also largely used, but the majority of 
them. were of the old type. Bread was de- 
livered by motor and horse van—by the 
former within a radius of 15 or 20 miles of 
the city, and by the latter within and out- 
side the eitv ot a radius of 8 or. 10 miles. 
Almost all the manufacturing bakeries had 
shops for the sale of their own bread. If 
they had not the shops immediately outside 
the bakery, the bread was sold in a shop in 
front.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
CATTLE INDUSTRY. 

Lecturing on his recent visit to Australia 
and New Zealand at a meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club in Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin, 
last night, Mr. W. A. McConnell said that 
the cattle industry was one of great impor- 
tance in Australia. There were 15,000,000 
head of beef cattle and 2,000,000 dairy stock 
in the country; and the industry was deve- 
loping. Sheep-raising, butter-making, and 
poultry farming were carried out on a most 
extensive scale. In Australia there were 
85,000,000 sheep, while in New/Zealand there 
were 50,000 or 60,000..  Hfrse power was 
largely used for transport purposes, because 
horses could be raised cheaply. 

The timber industry also was most impor- 
tant in Western Australia; so much so that 
the Government had forest ‘‘reserves’’ of 
18,000,000 acres. Forest fires did much 
damage; but fortunately these fires did not 
always kill the timber. 

WHEAT-GROWING. 

Leaving.Adelaide, he found.a great wheat 
growing ‘cotntry. ‘Only 10,000;000° acres were 
grown at present; but there was a possibility 
of growing 250,000,000 acres. This gave an 
idea of the chance that awaited people who 
were willing to work in Australia. One of 
the lantern slides showed a machine which 
reaps the corn, threshes out the grain, win- 
nows it, and runs it into bags ready for 
despatch anywhere, a waggon ot amount- 
ing to as much ás 35 tona. 

Up to a little while ago, Mr. McConnell 
said, the average yield of wheat in Australia 
was 15 bushels per acre, but it paid because 
of the low cost of production... Experiments 
were now being made with a variety yielding 
52 bushels per acre. .

IRISH ANTIQUITLES.

In.a paper which was read vesterday at a 
ee iy of the Royal Society of Antiquaries, 
at 65 Merrion square, Dublin, the Marquis 
MacSwiney: gave a-history oí the Ordnance 
Survey of Ireland. In 1824 a sum of £5,000 
having beeh voted, a committee was appointed 
to consider the best mode of survey and 
valuation. The Select Committee of the Sur- 
vey of Ireland, presided over by Mr. Spring 
Rice; having gone into the deficiencies of the 
Irish-- | system, presented a report to 
the House of Commons, 

This report dealt with previous surveys of 
Ireland, particularly the Down Survey, with 
the survey and valuation questions; - in- 
dividually and in relation to each other, gave 
cétiélusions in regard to the projected survey 
and to the fixation of the unit valuation, and 
of the scale of maps (the adoption of the town- 
land for the former and of the six inches to a 
mile.standaud. forthe latter being suggested)... 
and recédmmended that adequate measures be 
taken by the Board of Ordnance for proceed- 
ings towards the trigenometrical survey of 
Ireland. 

COMMENCEMENT OF THE WORK. 

General Roy, a _ distinguished engineer 
officer,: set to work on the survey, The 
technical direction of the work was in the 
hands of Colonel Thomas Colby, an officer 
with a very brilliant record.

LONDON DIVORCE PETITION

LORD TERRINGTON CITED AS 


CO-RESPONDENT. 

In the Divorce Court, London, yesterday, 
Mr. William Frederick Mairo Graham Hum- 
phery was granted a decree nist on the 

round of his wife’s misconduct with Lord 
Terrington, against whom £5 were assessed. 

Counsel for the petitioner stated that Mr. 
Humphery married his wife, who was then 
a widow, in 1921, when he was a naval offi- 
cer. Last year he filed a divorce petition, 
but withdrew it, and went to Iraq in the 
Air Force. Lotd Terrington and Mrs. Hum- 
phery had stayed together at Savoy Court. 

Counsel for Mrs. Humphery said that he 
was not in a position to put his client into 
the box. Before bankruptcy proceedings 
started against Lord Terrington an agree- 
ment was arrived at concerning payment of 
damages, but owing to those proceedings 
that agreement had terminated. 

A solicitor stated that Mrs. Humphery 
volunteered information to him about Savey

Evidence was tendered that Lady Terring- 
ton had obtained a decree nisi. 

On Monday it was stated before Mr. Jus- 
tice Astbury, sitting. as Bankruptcy Judge 
in London, that the trustees of the marriage 
settlement had agreed to the payment to 
Lady Terrington of £2,000 and certain costs.
